Jeopardized. 
There is nothing that so disrupts a carefully- 
built organization as tile overstrain of the two or three 
days—and nights—of hurried and harried labor 
before 
Christmas. 
Clerk? break down; some of them leave, oth­ 
ers are not fit again tor some time, and meanwhile system 
goes to the dogs and the sales-niachine has to be rebuilt. 
Customers, too, offended bv some frazzled 
employe, 
get 
sore and vow never to trade there again. 
So the merchant, 
desiring to serve his public well, asks the public to help 
him to do so by distributing Christmas buying 
over 
as 


long a period as possible.

So It behooves the public, since it wants service, to 
remember that the chief element in that .service is the human 
element and that the human machine breaks unde.* undue

Christmas is a time for special charity to all humans, it is 
onlv reasonable that shoppers and shippers be considerate 
of the store clerk, the postal employe and the servants of 
the express companies and railways.

-tancev where people have made money without knowing 
much about the Beld where they were investing. 
But there 
arc a far greater number of cases where people have lost 
money because they invested in forms of property with 
which they were unfamiliar. 
"The majority of people who have acquired wealth have 
gotten it bv their thorough knowledge of the business field 
into which they put their money and effort. 
If they earned 
it in some line of business, they usually got it because they 
understood that business better than the people with whom 
they competed, and because they put more energy and en­ 


terprise in it. 
"If they gained it in the field of investment, they got 
it in the great majority of cases, because they made a thor­ 
ough study of the conditions in the particular field they 
were putting their money into. 
They were able to form a 
shrewd opinion as to the developments of the future and 
t ie things that would help or hinder the success of such an 
investment.

22.—The Naval 
Hydrographic office is in ..eed of a 
trained aviator to devise special sail­ 
ing directions and pilot charts for 
avaitors. Captain F. B. Bassett, Na­ 
val Hydrographer, told Secretary of 
the Navy* Wilbur in his annual re­ 
port today. 
“The shortage of officers mentioned 
in the report of 1924 continues,” Bas­ 
sett-declared. 
The work of the office 
is continually increasing due to the 
invention of new instruments, new 
methods and to the increased activ­ 
ities of all foreign hydrographic of-! 
fices aud to the mercantile marines of j 
all countries and the increasing de­ 
mands of aerial navigation.”
